I could 
not help noting' the respect, and esteem 
in which she is held in .Colombo. Hats 
come off and pleasant greetings are 
heard wherever she appears.

"If you can square Miss Schokmann, 


you'll be all right," said a high official 
.to whom I made grumble over the diffi- 
culties thrown in the way of passengers 
going ashore from our steamer at Co- 
lombo. In British slang to "square" a 
person means the same as the American 
slang to "make yourself solid with." 


In her dusky hair and brunette skin 


the young lady shows traces of her ori- 
ental mother race. But she has the 
brisk, businesslike movement, the self 
contained, self dependent, yet thor- 
oughly modest and . ladylike manner of 
the best type of western woman in pro- 
fessional or industrial life.

reunion of the Third .Kegiment ended 
last evening with a most agreeable sur- 
prise on the "boys," which was arranged 
by the committee' in charge, .consisting 
of Col E-O Kimbeiley, B M Buckhn 
and F J Dann 
These gentlemen got 


their bends together and arranged an 
oyiter supper, at .the Park Hotel, abd 
every detail of the 
affair 
\vas perfect 


It .was/ attended! by thirty-two of the 
veterans-and was enjoyed itumensely.by 
all present. 


!The:'ra'embers of the association met 


at Poet hall and after spending the fore 
part of the evening in vuiting, they 
formedin line and marched to the hotel 
.at;9*>'clpck, and took their places at the 
specially arranged dining tables, .which 
were • Appropriately adorned • for tHe 
occasion. 
The dining room- was deco- 


rated1' : with 
the 
national 
.colors, 


which made a. suitable setting for the 
event;. When all \yere ; at their places, 
Bev. E. H. Pence ! invoked • the 'divine 
blessing. 
After the; supper was over, 


the speech-making commenced Captain 
T. O.'Slagg,president of the association, 
introduced Mayoi Ri^ardson, who ad 
dressed the veterans in his usual pleas 
ing manner 
He welcomed them to the 


city, and said that under the cucum 
stances he would rather listen to what 
the soldiers had to say than-to speak 
himself'. 
He was..very young at the 


tirue'of .the war and could not state his 
experiance at the time.. 
He concluded 


by relating seveial incidents of the late 
war; which tended to Kshow the pluck and 
indomitable will of;. the young -genera 
tion. 


General E. E. Bryant of Madison was 


called ;upon as 'the poet of .the regiment 
to address the boys, and he proceeded 
to .give a brief history of the Third. He 
began by saying that which pleased him 
most of anything was meeting his old 
comrades again.and ' he hoped to attend 
the gatherings-for many years to come. 
He described in a modest way the valu- 
able services the regiment had given the 
government during the :war.!-jfrom...:the 
time Sumpter was fired, upo.u until the 
close 6f::the conflict.

regiment,'"Hamilton's Badger Boys," 
the^authof of .which.is ^General Bryant 
He sang-the inspiring song . in a .way 
which^br'qught great applause from his 
comrades.

W. P Goodhue of Mil waukee _ the 


secretaiy, followed with a few brief re

He 
proceeded to give a couple of.Ms.experi- 
ences that were-most prominent in his 
mind, and they proved most interesting.

W. - Hickloy of 


Green Bay, then told some funny war 
stories in a very clever manner 


Mrs.'. 0. H.;: Brand was then called 


upon for a recita.tion. She begged to 
be excused on the plea that she was im 
prepared, but the'veterans refused to be 
put offhand she: responded with "The 
Commnn-Soldier;"-which -was reudorec 
in such a faultless-manner that, the ap 
plause 'did not '• cease ; for several mo- 
ments.

"The Irishman's: .Address, to the 
Goddess of; Liberty," 'after .which the 
entire company, led by Col. Kimberley 
'sang ""The Boys of '61."with. a. spirit 
which awoke the echoes. The veterans 
then adjourned .to the -office, where 
cigars were passed around, and. the time 
until midnight was spent in discussing 
the events of the very enjoyable even 
ing.
